The 6,60(fx 10,000-foot 
landing field in the southern section of the field had two per- 
pendicular concrete runways, from 5,000 to 6,-600 feet long. A 
concrete or asphalt taxiway, 50 feet wide, ran alone the 
western and southern edge of the landing field. 

Large hangars were located in the eastern and western sections, 
and Quartering buildings, former Polish barracks buildings, 
were on the nox’thern edge.
